Presbyterians. 
By Associated Press. | 

Derrors, May 28.—After the usual 
preliminaries at the Presbyterian 
General Assembly this morning, Dr. 
Patton spoke a few words in explana- 
tion to the cémmittee on the Briggs 
case. He said: 

** You are no doubt ready to credit 
our committee with a desire to do 
simply what is best. Recognizing our 
liabilities to error we have had only 


a desire to do what was demanded |. 


by the exigencies of the case in a 
spirit of kindness and recognizing the 
rights of all persons concerned. If 
discussion brings new light we will 
welcome it. We are ready to givea 
reason for every decision we have 
made. We hope there will be no long 
debate, although we are prepared for 
it.” 

Professor Smith of the Lane Theo- 
logical Seminary said: ‘‘The propo- 
sition to terminate the usefulness of 
a minister should be discussed care- 
fnily. Whatever the committee may 
say, no doubt, conscientiously will be 
inferred. If Dr. Briggsis not guilty 
of some offense we shall thus cast re- 
proach on, his geod name, and the 
great school already stricken by the 
act of God will be crippled for at least 
the immediate future. This is the 
reason for caution; I know my side is 
is unpopular, therefore hear me 
candidly and patiently as I try to 
show the committee have erred. 
First, it is doubtful whether such an 
assembly is able to judge of other 
doctrinal qualifications. Second, Dr, 
Briggs is not a new man; he was 
elected seventeen years ago, I think, 
to the chair in the Union Theological 
Seminary ; many of his colleagues and 
students say he is a man of ability, 
scholarship, an able toacher, spiritual 
and pious. This assembly to whom 
he is a stranger ought not be in haste. 
Presbyterians ask us to act ‘ih our 
wisdom in the premises. ‘‘ May not 
this be to continue him?’’ The argu- 
ments against him are two: 3 

“He is misundersto~ 1—that he is 
not sound in doctrine. First; it is 
said j in quarrels ‘both sides ate wrong; 
why ‘not, in tisunderstandings ?- I 
have watched the controversy from 
the first because I have iad more in- 
terest than the most. The omnuipot- 
ence of the religious press go into all 
ofour homes. Their editors magnify 
their infiuence. It is held to be nearly 
infallible. Has it not biased the com- 
missioners? I desire to say nothing 
against these editors; but are they 
qualified for this? Even religious ed- 
itors cannot be specialists in all de- 
partments and are liable to err. It 
may be they have misunderstood Dr. 
Briggs. ‘Phe second charge, that he 
is unsound, may be based upon a mis- 
understanding. Some say he endorses 
the spiritual condition of Martineau. 
If Dr. Briggs can historically justify his 
position, he has a right to hold them. 
My last point is this: Man must 
be proved unsound after careful trial, 
need be in all church courts. But in 
a case like this man is, if charged 
with unsotindness, considered un- 
sound from the first. I don’t see that 
his ideas of errancy. of the bible, re- 
dem ption of race and progvessive sanc- 
tification after ‘death is not accerding 
to standards. “On a strict construction 
of confession, of course he is‘ wrong; 
but will you, who mean to make such 
a radical change of our confession as 
to say that all infants are saved, not 
leave a little margin for Briggs?”’ * 

Dr. ., from Scranton, PX., Sug- 
gested a modification of the action 
proposed by the committee. He said: 
“‘T agree with them with these two 
amendments: First—The Assembly 
disapproves for the present the ap- 
pointment, ¢ etc. Second—Thata com- 
mittee of eight ministers and seven 
ruling elders be appointed to confer 
with Professor Briggs and the direc- 
tors of the seminary.” Later he 
moved and it was seconded. 


Continuing, Dr. Logan said: “We: 


must, of course, refuse to confirm him | 


in that chair. The ‘whole shaseh | 
asks, ‘shall we not have a word of 
God that we can trast?’ We rine 
bound to say that we .cannot sustain 
bim in that chair; but having refused. 
to confirm him, let us wait before tak- 
ing irretrieveabie ‘action.’ 

Charles A. Dickey, D:D. of Phila- 
delphia, a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Union Theological Sem- 
inary, said: ‘I have a plea to make 
for Dr. Briggs, but I will if I stand 
alone, plead that my man shall have 
fair play. I do not defend his views 
or attack them. I deplore his ina- 
augural; I wish to ask Only what is 
expedient—not in the sense of cover- 
ing up or postponement—but what ib 
best, not merely lawful in time when 
the strain is so severe andthe sitya- 
tion,so delicate. We are told by this 
committee that there was but one risk 
that compélied this honorable and 
faithful committee to ask for this de- 
cided and irreyocable action. I know 
they would have brought the proposi- 
tion to wait if it only could be done. 
This isthe point. Can we wait? The 
only reason for insisting on a veto 
now, is that it must ba now or never. 
I will presume to differ with even 
them. Has not this assembly the 
same right to interpret a compact. as 
the assembly of "91? Whose view is 
quoted in the report where they say 
we tose power of veto if we don’t ex- 
ercise it now? Yet they propose that 
we have a committee of conference 
over this action after it is consum- 
mated. Would it not be better to 
trust us than to act irredemiably and 
then confer through a committee ?”’

Wasnineton, May 28.—Dr. Soteldo, 
Venezuelan Minister here, informed 
the Associated Press that dispatches 
received to-day from reliable sources 
in Mexico state that the Mexican 
Government ordered the insurgents’ 
Chilian cruiser Esmeralda to leave the 
harbor of Acapulco. The commander 
of the vessel said he was willing to 
leave, but. his ship had no sails and 
could not depart without steam power. 
The Government then allowed the 
Esmeralda to take enough coal to 
carry the order into effect. She re- 
ceived two hundred and fifty tons, 
her ordinary consumption being fifty 
tonsaday. The: Esmeralda sailed on 
the ‘26th inst., immediataly after re- 
ceiving her coal allowance.

Paris, May 28.—Baron Hirsch, in an 
interview in regard to his plans for 
the amelioration of the condition of 
the Hebrews in Russia, said there 
were two ways to do it. The first 
plan is to acquaint the Czar with the 
truth in regard to the cruelty perpe- 
trated daily in his name. The Baron 
said he was convinced an appeal to 
the Czar’s sentiments of justice, hu- 
manity and mercy would not be in 
vain. The other plan is that some 
order and method should. be .estab- 
lished in the extermination of the 
Hebrews from Russia. He continued 
as follows: ‘‘If the Russian govern- 
ment wants to get rid cf the million 
Hebrews, let it allow the many peo- 
ple, who, like myself, are prepared to 
make the greatest sacrifices in their 
behalf, to save them from privations, 
hardships, discomfort and sickness 
which will naturally attend the whole- 
sale and disorganized expulsion.”’

A generation has passed and the 
two systems, economical and polit- 
ical, which were to be swept away 
have not only not dissappeared, 
but have struck deeper reots and 
spread wider borders and thriven 
with a sinister and stupendous 
growth. One continent is a closed 
market and the other an armed 
camp. The wall of hostile tariffs 
rises ever higher around the shores 
and along the frontiers of almost 
every nation but our own, and be-

CHINESE BANDITS. 


The French of Tonkin at War with 
the. Freebooters. 


Outlaws and Pirates the Curse of the 
Indo-Chinese [leninsvla — Their 
Methods of Plundering 
the Towns. 


For over a year the French in 
Tonkin have been trying to destroy the 
bandit bands that infest the country. 
Bandits and pirates are the curse of 
the Indo-Chinese peninsula. The story 
has often been told of the hundreds of 
Chinese pirates who infest the large 
archipelago known as the Robber 
islands, near the coast of Tonkin. These 
bands, in their little vessels, have 
preyed for many years upon commerce, 
but they have been at last nearly de- 
stroyed by the persistent efforts of the 
French and Chinese governments to 
root them out; now the French have an 
opportunity to turn their attention to 
the hundreds of bandit bands who 
terrorize the mainland. 

Piracy and other forms of outlawry 
have existed for ages, says the New 
York Sun, not only in Tonkin, but also 
in the whole of Annam. - These bands 
do not commit so many depredations 
when the harvests are good and the 
country is tranquil and prosperous; but 
in times of war, or when poor crops or 
epidemics afflict the land, they are the 
eurse of Tonkin. Since the French 
occupied Cochin-China, in 1858, 
have waged incessant war upon the 
bandits, and have at last nearly - ex- 
terminated them in Annam. - The na- 
tive governments have always been 
They have often been 
obliged to negotiate with the robber 
bands, giving their officers dignitiecs 
and money and apportioning lands 
among the robber soldiery. 

The bands belong to two distinct cat- 
egories.. One class is well disciplined 
and armed with rapid-firing guns. It 
is composed almost exclusively of Chi- 
nese or of savage Muongs recruited in 
the mountains, who never visit the low, 


flat lands, and consequently the delta 
region, where the enormous crops of rice 


are rais il, are free from them. They 
énfest caly the hilly and mountain re- 
i the interior, where they have 
icon retreats and can easily get out 
of sight after a raid and defend them- 


'selves when attacked.

Their little settlements are strongly 
fortified on all sides, and it is believed 
the forces sent against them have never 
taken them by surprise.

If the inhabitants suffer their 
depredations in quiet, none of them is 
killed. All the robbers want is a — 
living. If any resistance is made, how- 
ever, the bandits are merciless, and the ir 
revenge isterrible. When armies are 
sent against them, if they consider the 
advancing force teo large to resist, they 
do not await its approach, but are 
usually far away in the mountain fast- 
nesses before the avenging forces reach 
their fortified places.. 

The bandits of the second category 
are less warlike, but more 
than the othcrs. Fhere 1s : 
listrict in Tonkin thatis net tr 
with them. While the bandits de- 
seribed above are almost altogether 
Chinese, these robbers are natives of the 
country. Many of them are fugitive 
eriminals who dare not return to their 
villages. In the wilderness they have 
acquired a taste forthe wild life of the 
freebooter. They till the soil no longer, 
but live by robbery. Often they dwell 
in villages that are friendly to them. 
Five or six men form alittle band, com- 
mitting depredations only in regions 
that are quite a distance from the vil- 
lages that shelterthem. They are not 
so wellarmed as the Chinese bandits. 
Some of them have flint-locks, but 
most of them carry only swords or 
lances with iron points. They give tc 
their bands imposing names, to impress 
the common people and inspire terror. 
One band, for instance, is called the 
Butchers of the Mountains, and another 
the Heroes of the Country. They. are 
too poorly armed to hazard an attack 
upon the Fre neh posts or populous vil- 
lages.

guarded by hedges of brah 
tus, and watchmen during the nis-ht- 
time walk around the town. When the 
chief of a bandit band thinks the time 
favorable for a foray he rallies his 
by an understood signal. Sometimes a 
big fire is kindled on a hilltop, or it may 
be a volley of muskeiry. At the signal 
all the bandits coliect at the desicnuted 
place, where they usually find a bounte- 
ous repast, as they do not believe 
robbing villages upon empty stomachs. 
Then in the night they start for the vil- 
lage which is to be surprised. After 
reaching the unsuspecting settlement 
they send two or three men in advance, 
who noiselessly cut an openings in the 
thorny hedge, throuzh which their com- 
pades gain accessto the huts within. 
Tonkinese watchmen are often Lnown 
to sleep on their posts, and so it often 
happens that the bandits do not fiad it 
very difficult to surprise the town. 

Once within the inclosure the bandits 
make aterrible noise, firing their guns 
and yelling like demons. Asa rult, the 
people, thus rudely aroused from sleep, 
are frightened nearly to death, and of- 
fer no resistance to the bandits, who 
load themselves with every good thing 
they can find. If, however, the inhab- 
itants offer resistance, their huts are set 
on fire, and the inmates are killed with- 
out mercy. 

The French are finding that they have 
a big job on hand to break up this es- 
tablished institution of the country. 
Within the past few months they have 
captured two or three hundred of these 
bandits, have put the robber chiefs to 
death, and are keeping the humbler ban- 
dits incustody. The prospect is that their 
vigorous efforts will, in the course of 
time, make outlawry of this sort so un- 
pleasant that the bandits will tule to 
other pursuits. Then the people of 
Tonkin will be able to go to bed with- 
out the fear that they will be at the 
mercy of bandits before morning.

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STUTTERING SCHOLARS. 


Large Nunibers of Them in the Public 
Schools of Germany. 

Some alarm has been created in Ger- 
many by the recent publication of the 
ficial report and statistics of educa- 
tis m, which show that among the chil- 

ren now attending the public schools 
in n Emperor William's dominions there 
are no less than eighty thousand af- 
flicted with the defect of speech known 
as stammering. The city of Breslau 
alone, Says the Chicago Mail; contrib- 
utes a quota of twenty-four hundred 
stuttering children to the total; and in 
some places the number of stammerers 

.teins the large proportion of ten per 

nt. of the school attendance. 

Realizing the growth as well as the 

vravity of the mischief, the German 

vernment has for some months, past 
voted considerable attention to the 

abject, and ‘has gathered together 
auch interesting information about the 
aatter. The most valuable report, is 

iat contributed by Dr. Gutzmann, so 

eil known throughout the world for 
118 Successful teachings of deaf mutes, 
.ud whose absence from the interna- 
iional convention of instructors of deaf 
nutes-recently in session in New York 
was a matter of sincere regret to the 
lelecates. 

According .to Dr. Gutzmann, whose 
report Las been adopted and published 
by the German government, involun- 
tary mimicry plays a great part in stut- 
tering. Like yawning, it is catching. 
Che quicker a child is and the more imn- 
titative, the morc apt it is to imbibe any 
defects of speech on the part of those 
by whom it is surrounded. Conclusive 
evi ence of the contagious nature of 
stammering is to be found in the fact 
that the number of ‘stutterers in a 
school increases steadily as the chil- 
dren pass upward from class to class. 
In the public schools of Berlin, for in- 
stance, the number of stammerers 
among the children in the lowest class 
was 0.52 of the total force of the class. 
This proportion rose from year to year, 
as the children passed upward in the 
educational scale, until in the highest 
class the percentage was discovered to 
be 1.61, or more than three times the 
number found when the same children 
were in the lowest class. 

Comprehending that it would be only 
with special care and particular pre- 
caution on the part of the teachers that 
the public schools could be prevented 
from becoming centers for the propaga- 
tion of the grave defect of stuttering, 
the German government has encouraged 
Dr. Gutzmann to start a special course 
of scientific instruction’ for public 
school-teachers showing them how to 
deal with the stammerers, and the 
public schools in all parts of Germany 
now sent teachers to Berlin for 
the purpose of acquiring Dr. Gutz- 
mann’s method. So satisfied is the em- 
peror with the latter that he has taken 
a leading part in. securing its general 
adoption by all the educational institu- 
tions in his. dominions.
